T ragic pinup Anna 
Nicole Smith didn’t die 
from an “accidental 
drug overdose” - she 
was MURDERED - 
and the crime has been 
covered up by terrorizing the 
key witness. 

In a shattering world-first 
exclusive, Anna’s close friend 
Jackie Hatten drops the 
bombshell that the 39-year- 
old Playboy Playmate of the 
Year DIDN’T die by 
accident when she was 
found lifeless in her 
suite at Hollywood, 

Florida’s Hard Rock 
Hotel & Casino on 
February 8, 2007. 

She believes along 
with confidential informants 
that Anna was forced to take a 
lethal overdose. 

The 42-year-old Hatten also 
insists that the evil surrounding 
the deaths of Anna and her 
son Daniel, who also died of 
a drug overdose, goes so deep 
that her own boyfriend was 
paid for seven years to stalk 
her and then beat her up to 
keep her from ratting out the 
killer. 

And Hatten charges that the 
vicious beating she recently suf- 
fered at the hands of her boy- 


friend was part of a massive 
cover-up to keep her from tell- 
ing what she knows and point- 
ing the finger at the blonde 
beauty’s killer. 

“I’m convinced I know who 
it is, and he’s been paying off 
my boyfriend to keep me from 
talking!” says Hatten. 

Terrified by the beating, she 
fears contacting police and has 
gone into hiding. 

Hatten says she was 18 
when she and Anna 
” became “best friends” 
around 1991. She also 
introduced Anna to 
her brother, Mark 
Fetters, who later had 
i a steamy two-year 
^ romance with the 
model that ended in 2002. 

About a year before Anna’s 
2007 death, the Guess? jeans 
model “confided in Jackie that 
there were certain individuals 
trying to kill her and get their 
hands on the multimillion-dollar 
fortune she had coming to her 
from the estate of her late hus- 
band, J. Howard Marshall,” says 
a source. 

Anna, then 29, had wed the 
89-year-old Texas oil tycoon in 
1994. He died 14 months later 
and Anna became tangled in a 
court battle with his son Pierce 
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over a $1.6 billion fortune. 

“Anna identified the people 
who wanted her dead and told 
Jackie, Jf I die of an overdose 
- it won’t be an accident!”’ 
says the source. 

A few months later in 
September 2006, Anna’s son, 
Danny, died suddenly from 
a lethal dose of drugs at age 
20 in the Bahamas, where the 
pinup had just given birth to 
daughter Dannielynn. 

Hatten says she became sus- 
picious because “Danny was 
not an alcoholic and not a 
druggie.” 

She says she flew down to 
the Bahamas, but was blocked 
from seeing Anna by her body- 
guard. 

“I knew she was next,” says 
Hatten. 

So when Anna collapsed 
and died just five months later, 
“Jackie became terrified and 
believed her life would be in 
danger if she ever talked,” the 
source reveals. 

But this year, Hatten broke 
her silence because she feels 
Dannielynn, now 9, deserves 
to know that her mom didn’t 
die a drug junkie. 

“Jackie blurted out to a jour- 
nalist that she believed Anna 
was murdered and hinted at

who killed her and why,” 
says the source. 

Then, on Aug. 
Hatten says her beau 
suddenly flew into 
a rage and began 
punching her in the 
face while she was 
driving on an L.A. 
freeway. 

“My eyes were 
completely swol- 
len,” she says. “I was 
bleeding like crazy 
and I could barely 
see... so I pulled off the 
freeway. He thought 
I was on the phone

with the police and ran 
away.” 

Convinced Anna’s 
killer is behind 
the beating, Hat- 
ten says she was 
afraid to go to 
police. 

“My boyfriend 
has told me mul- 
tiple times that 
he was stalking 
me for three years 
prior to our four- 
year relationship,” 
she says. “He’s also 
said that someone 
who Anna knew very 


well wants to bring me down, 
and pays him to watch me.” 

Her brother Fetters, 53, is 
convinced Anna and her son 
were murdered in cold blood, 
and the attack on his sister is 
not a coincidence. 

And Anna’s half-sisters Amy 
Chapman and Donna Hogan 
are pleading with cops to 
reopen the case. 

Says the source, “Jackie be- 
lieves she is being frightened 
into silence. 

“Why hasn’t she been elimi- 
nated? If she was killed, she 
believes the whole Anna Nicole 
case would blow wide open.”

D ying Queen Elizabeth, 
who just became Brit- 
ain’s longest-reigning 
Monarch, is wasting 
no time exiling Camilla 
from the Palace.

T V cop Martin Milner 
went to his grave 
devastated he 
couldn't save his 
cancer-stricken 
daughter. 

The 83-year-old Adann-12 
star died of heart failure at 
his home in Carlsbad, Calif., 
on Sept. 6. 

But his heart was already 
broken when his desperate 
search for a lifesaving bone 
marrow transplant for his 
daughter, Amy, came up 
short. By the time he finally 
found a match, it was too 
late. 


Chemotherapy 

Amy, who appeared 
in an episode of Adam- 
12, was diagnosed with 
acute myeloid leukemia in 
February 2003. The following 
year, after debilitating 
chemotherapy and blood 
transfusions failed to put the 
cancer into remission, Milner 
launched a frantic search for 
a transplant donor. 

He begged fans - and 
GLOBE readers - to "donate 
blood and get yourself on the 
bone marrow registry. 

"Even if you can't save my 
daughter's life, there are 
thousands of people waiting 
for matching donors and you 
could save someone else." 

Milner, who played friendly 
police officer Pete Malloy 
on the NBC classic Adam-12 
from 1968 to 1975, also got 
support from cops who'd 
grown up watching the show. 

Incredibly, not one but 
two matches were found. 
Sadly, Amy, the single mom 
of a then 11-year-old son, was 
already too sick. She died in 
December 2004 at age 46. 

"Marty never got over 
Amy's death," confides a 



source who was close to the 
late actor. "Her only chance 
of survival was to get a bone 
marrow transplant and it 
became Marty's mission in life 
to find a match for her. 

"He spearheaded bone 
marrow drives. He gathered 


celebrity friends to help spread 
the word - and cops from 
around the country got involved 
in the search. They admired 
how he depicted a police officer 
on the small screen. 

"But help came too late." 

Milner first gained recognition 


playing clean-cut young guys 
in 1950s movies before his 
breakthrough role as adventure-

V ENGEFUL driver Julian 
Ospina-Florez shot and 
killed his nightmare 
boss Debra Rivera AND 
her husband as bloody 
payback for the nasty way 
she talked to him and other 
employees. 

Before jurors convicted Julian 
Ospina-Florez for murdering 
Debra and her doctor hubby, 
Hector Rivera, Tampa, Fla., 
prosecutors conceded she was 
a vicious, sharp-tongued Boss 
from Hell whose favorite target 
was Ospina-Florez. 

Even so, prosecutors asked 
for the 35-year-old to get 
the death penalty - since he 
deliberated tried to cover up his 
role in the bloodbath by staging 
the crime scene to look like a 
home invasion. 

Cops learned of the vicious 
slayings on Jan. 9, 2012, when 
a weeping Ospina-Florez called 
911 from the couple’s mansion. 
He claimed his boss and the 
doctor were killed by intrud- 


ers who overpowered him and 
tied him up. He begged the dis- 
patcher to “get somebody here 
fast. They killed my boss! 1 was 
working... they catch me. They 
tie me.” 

When police arrived, they 
found 76-year-old Hector lying 
dead in a pool of blood on the 
driveway, riddled by four bul- 
lets. The retired osteopath was 
shot in the back, head, chest 
and arm. 

They also found Ospina- 
Florez with a zip tie around one 
of his wrists. 

And in one of the six 
bedrooms of the swanky, 
$1.1 million, 11,000-square-foot 
home, they found 55-year-old 
Debra’s body lying face down. 
She had been shot twice in the 
face. 

But cops smelled a rat almost 
immediately. 

“His story was not plausible,” 
says Hillsborough County Sher- 
iff David Gee. “We fixed on him 
as the suspect the first night.”

Investigators found no sign 
of a break-in at the home in 
the exclusive, heavily-guarded 
gated community surrounded 
by eight-foot stone walls. 

And Ospina-Florez couldn’t 
describe the attackers. 

Although he claimed he’d 
been beaten, he showed no 
bruises or signs of injuries. 

And the zip ties that suppos- 
edly bound him were far too 
loose. 

But his fate was ultimately 
sealed by the damning crime 
scene. 

Cops found a sickening 


trail of bloody footprints lead- 
ing away from Hector’s body. 
When Ospina-Florez removed 
his shoes, they found his socks 
drenched with gore. 

They also found the 9mm 
huger murder weapon hidden 
under a ping-pong paddle in 
a kitchen drawer at the home.

The disgruntled employee 
had worked eight months for 
Debra, who ran a knockoff jew- 
elry and accessories business 
called Distinctive Creations 
from her home. 

Just days before the slayings, 
she accused the Colombian 
native, who is a naturalized U.S. 


citizen, and other employees 
of stealing $30,000 of her 
merchandise. 

Later, lawmen found missing 
merchandise worth thousands 
of dollars at Ospina-Florez’s 
townhouse and other evidence 
linking him to the bloodbath. 

But what really set him off 
was the way his boss spoke to 
him. 

A prosecutor noted the kill- 
er fired one shot “through the 
mouth that demeaned and be- 
littled and chastised him.”

A BRUTAL glass shop 
worker who strangled and 
beat a frail great-granny 
to death is going to die 
in prison - after DNA tests on 
a dropped glove tied him to the 
16-year-old crime scene. 

Prosecutors say Nosakhare 
Onumonu may never have been 
caught if it weren’t for the damn- 
ing evidence found after the 
March 1999 slaughter of 84-year- 
old Helen Klocek. 

Thanks to technological ad- 
vances, forensic experts matched 
the glove to the twisted killer just 
as the four-time convicted felon 
was about to be released from 
prison for another offense. 

Klocek was last seen alive 
leaving a Plymouth Township, 
Mich., diner on her way to her 
apartment. Her body was dis- 
covered in an alley behind a 
church on Detroit’s west side. 

The 4-foot-5 victim had a 
broken right collarbone, broken 
sternum, nine broken ribs and 
defensive wounds on her hands 
and arms when her corpse was 
found. 

The murderer stole her 1999 
Ford Escort, only to abandon 
and torch the vehicle three 
miles away. Police discovered 
a partially burned tell-tale blue 
and gray Kevlar glove in the 
vehicle - and figured it belonged 
to the killer. But they couldn’t 
trace the creep until DNA 
forensics improved. 

At Onumonu’s recent trial, 
family members thanked cops 


hauled away to begin his life 
sentence without the possibility 
of parole. 

At a hearing in a Detroit court, 
the victim’s daughter, Barbara, 
confronted the beast saying, 
“You could have let her go. In- 
stead, you severely beat and 
strangled her until she died and 
dumped her body in an alley. No 
one deserves that.” 

At sentencing, the brute 
whined that he was being framed 
for the shocking crime. But the 
victim’s daughter was unmoved, 
telling him, “You are a monster.” 

Later, Barbara said, “Our grief 
is still ongoing. Life is not, and 
never will be, the same.”

O Diabetes. High blood sugar 
damages blood vessels, lead- 
ing to a higher stroke risk. 
Manage your disease with 
a combination of healthy life- 
style and medication. 

O Smoking. This bad habit 
damages blood vessels and 
encourages the formation

of clots. It also raises blood 
pressure and triglycerides, 
and lowers “good” cholesterol. 
Even secondhand smoke 
increases stroke risk by 30 
percent. 

O Alcohol. New data shows 
even two drinks daily can 
cause cardiovascular damage. 


Heavy boozing raises your 
stroke risk by 34 percent, and 
heavy drinkers in their 50s 
and 60s are likely to have a 
stroke five years earlier than 
average, says the National 
Stroke Association. Women 
should limit daily intake to one 
drink. Men should stick to two. 


A stroke, also known as 
a "brain attack," occurs 
when blood flow to the 
organ is cut off 


O Irregular heartbeat. Atrial 
fibrillation can cause clots : 
that can travel to the brain, 
says Mirkin. Bring blood ’ 
pressure down and ask your 
doctor about blood-thinning 
medications. 

O Lack of exercise. A seden- 
tary lifestyle increases stroke 
risk by at least 20 percent, 
says a University of Alabama 
study. Get 30 minutes of 
moderate exercise at least ; 
five days a week.

+ THERE'S fresh hope for cancer patients. New immunotherapy 
medicines, which harness a person's immune system to attack 
cancerous cells, have been achieving "spectacular" results at trials. 
In one British study of advanced melanoma patients, a combination 
of the drugs ipilimumab and nivolumab stopped the cancer from 
spreading for nearly a year in 58 percent of patients. Professor 
Roy Herbst, chief of oncology at the Yale Cancer Center, says, "The 
potential for long-term survival, effective cure, is definitely there." 


Dark chocolate is perfect pick-me-up 

NEED a guick fix for afternoon brain fog? Try dark 
chocolate! Lucky volunteers at Northern Arizona University 
performed thinking and memory tests while undergoing 
EKGs of their brains. Some participants had a few bites of 
chocolate, while others munched on a placebo. The tests 
showed the chocolate eaters were more alert. To get the 
best results from the brain-boosting sweet treat, choose 
chocolate that contains at least 60 percent cacao beans. 
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K nowing why your muscles 
ache is the first step in 
living a pain-free life. 
Inflammation is a big culprit, 
says Dr. Jacob Teitelbaum, the 
Hawaii-based author of The 
Fatigue and Fibromyalgia 
Solution. 

Viral infections, statin drugs 
and autoimmune conditions 
like rheumatoid arthritis can 
cause inflammation. Eating 
a diet rich in fatty fish, whole 
grains, leafy greens and 
nuts is effective to reduce 
swelling. 

Vitamin D and iron deficiencies 
can also cause muscle or bone 
pain. 


Dr. Leslie Matthews, an Atlanta- 
based expert, recommends 20 
minutes of daily sunshine or 
taking a vitamin D supplement. 
Choose nuts, beans and spinach 
to boost iron levels. 

After exercising, treat muscle 
soreness by eating protein and 
adding Epsom salts to a hot bath. 

Massage can reduce the stress 
response that causes muscles to 
tense, contributing to inflamma- 
tion and pain. 

Teitelbaum cautions wide- 
spread pain associated with 
insomnia and fatigue can 
indicate fibromyalgia or other 
conditions that may reguire 
medical treatment.

hitting her. She said the violence 
escalated when Burt lost his job 
on Gunsmoke in 1965.

In one, Higgins, a captain in 
Louisiana’s Landry Parish Sheriffs 
Department, is wearing his usual 
uniform resembling those worn by the 
cops in Burt Reynolds’ hit Smokey and 
the Bandit flicks. 

He scolds thieves who ripped off 
cigarettes from a store, saying, “If 
you’re one of these idiots, pay attention 
son, and try to focus and listen to your 
elder. 

“What you fellas are is the Virginia 
Slim Gang cause you’re certainly not 
Marlboro men.” 

Higgins’ Crime Stoppers videos are 
normally seen by about 90,000 locals. 


But his hard-hitting, face-to-face 
blasts have shot him to stardom since a 
video showing him warning a criminal - 
who robbed a local eatery - appeared on 
YouTube in July. 

“The Sheriff likes Stelly’s Restaurant 
and so do I,” says Higgins. “We’re going 
to identify you, arrest you and put you 
in a small cell. 

Folk hero 

“After that. I’m going to have a cheese- 
burger here with fries and a coke and 
leave a nice tip for the waitress. 

“Meanwhile, your next meal will be 
served through a small hole in a cell 
door.” 

This video has been seen by more than 
5 million viewers and turned Higgins 
into a folk hero. 

Jimmy Fallon gushed about him on the 


Tonight Show, saying, “Can that guy run 
for President?” 

Incredibly, since he started his TV ap- 
pearances, nine people have surrendered 
to police. Facing several counts of theft, 
dad-of-two Chance Carroll, 20, turned 
himself in after Higgins appeared on TV, 
saying, “Chance, listen to Uncle Clay. Turn 
yourself in, son.” 

Also, “We’re getting more tips than 
we ever did,” notes the captain. “They 
frequently lead to arrests.” 

Ironically, Higgins, who is known as the 
Cajun John Wayne, says he was hesitant at 
first about taking the Crime Stoppers gig. 
He was happy being a patrolman. But now, 
other departments are pleading with him 
to do Crime Stoppers segments for them. 

Despite his sudden fame, Higgins 
remains modest, saying, “The thing I’m 
doing is just my job.”
